[.aw and the Ship Purchase bill were 
scored by Chairman Elwyn G. Preelon 
of the chamber of commerce commit-

fall dinner last evening In the Hotel 
Lenox. Mr. Preston declared that the 
Seamen's law was a ''labor bill, puie 
and simple," but that he did not op- 
pose It for this reason. His objection, 
he said, is to the handicaps which are 
placed upon American shipping. 


He held also that there is no prece- 


dent for successful government owner- 
ship of ships. He presented the sug- 
gestions of the chamber's committee 
for reviving Hie American 
merchant 


marine which are: The

the 


repeal or amendment of the Seamen's 
act so as 
to remove

.features"; the creation of.a real ex- 
pert shipping board—a committee of

er, a representative of 
the shippers 


and an expert marine insurance man; 
finally, the extension of the mall sub- 
vention law by lowering the speed 
scale now required and keeping the 
rates the eame.

on national preparedness. From Flag 
Island a patrol of 50 miles in each di- 
rection along the coast would extend 
to Portsmouth and to the mouth of the 
Penobscot river. 
One of the reasons 


for the selection is a follows: 


"With a minimum of effort and time, 


aerial observers working from Flag 
island may command the offshore ap- 
proaches to Portland and Bath, and the 
Inner waters of Casco bay, which lio 
behind the Portland defenses. The 1m- 
pprtance of a. constant aerial surveil- 
lance of Casco bay, in the event of 
hostilities, cannot be over-estimated, as 
the bay provides perhaps one of the 
best hiding place for submarine ves- 
sels to be found anywhere along the 
New England coast."

ershadowed all other topics in the fin- 
ancial section today. 


All .calculations of American finan- 


ciers prior to the commission's arrival 
here had been based upon the assump- 
tion that Great Britain and I-'rance 
would .secure the proposed loan by 
American securities, dollar fo: 
1 dollar, 


or by some other acceptable form' or" 
collateral. 


It was the consensus of financial op- 


inion that the commission - would find 
a more difficult task in the negotia- 
tions of an unsecured loan than would 
be the case were the proposed credit 
loan based upon collateral of Ameri- 
can- bonds and stocks, as at first sug- 
gested. 


Whether a strict interpretation 
of 


American neutrality would permit tho 
issuance of a straight commercial loan 
on bonds of two of the allied warring 
nations was a topic of considerable 
conjecture. 
While it was the general 


belief 
that

Washington would not interfere, no one 
could be found to stand sponsor for a 
public announcement to that effect nor 
was anyone apparently, willing to say 
upon what the opinion.was based.

Cotton is also held in large quanti- 


ties In Great Britain, It is said, and 
by stinting the supply could be made 
to last till the great fields of. Egypt 
now idle qnd unfilled, could be made to 
produce sufficient to take'the place of 
what otherwise would be bought from 
the southern states. 


Meats would be bought, to a large 


extent, it was said, from the Argentine 
and manufactured goods from the neu- 
tral nations of Europe. 
American ex- 


ports would dwindle to the leanest 
figures of the leanest years, it. was 
said, for all Europe that could import 
goods would import whatever other 
markets it could find. 


Such was the dark picture held up 


by financiers who spoke of the possible. 
failure of the commission to establish 
its hoped-for credit here. It is more 
to the Interest-of the United States, 
they said, than' that of either Great 
Britain of France, that the mammoth, 
credit be forthcoming. 


Before the 'commission reached New 


York, the belief was prevalent in some 
quarters here, that Europe was virtu- 
ally on her knees to the United States, 
begging for money and that the Amer- 
ican bankers were consequently in a 
position to dictate the terms. Those 
who held this view are said to have 
awakened with somewhat of a shock 
to find that the commission maintained 
that instead of being masters of the 
situation the American bankers would 
be, to a great extent, suppliants them- 
selves for favorable terms. 
Whether the commission could bor- 


row the money on the terms linked 
with its 'name today was not so much 
a matter of interest as what mlgnt 
happen to cripple American industry 
should it fail.

It IB no longer unusual to see no- 


tices of mill closings or failure In tho 
press attributed to "lacli of dyestuffa." 
The larger mills and factories may jiot 
as yet have felt this lack in such a 
dra'stlc fashion bat there Is no dls- 
KUlsing tho fact that the scarcity of 
dyes has descended Ilka a dark cloud 
over the textile business of tlm coun- 
try. As ono expert has put It: "Two 
million people, at a conservative esti-

analine dyes of the world; 
Switzer- 


land and Franco produced ?6,000,000 
each; Great Britain produced 55.CM),- 
000, while in time of peace the best 
this country ever did ivas to produce 
$3,000,000 worth of dyes a year. This 
shows that Germany had practically 
a monopoly on tho Industry, and now 
'that we cannot procure such commod- 
ities from Germany we must either 
manufacture 
them ourselves 
or do 


without them. 


American manufacturers have only 


Ihemselves to blame for this condition. 
Short-sighted and grasping, they gave 
little or no

American inventor and manufacturer 
and they looked to Germany for sup-

than the American product. It may 
be that the lack o£ tarfff protection

BOSTON, Sept. 14.—The Seamen'B 


Law and the Ship Purchase bill were 
scored by Chairman Elwyn G. Preston 
ot the chamber of commerce commit- 
tee on merchant 
marine, who ad- 


dressed

fall dinner last evening in the Hoiel 
Lenox. Mr. Preston declared that tho 
Seamen's law was a "labor bill, pure 
and simple," but that he did not op- 
pose It for this reason. His objection, 
he said, Is to the handicaps which are 
placed upon American shipping. 
lie held also that there Is no prece- 


dent for successful government owner- 
ship of ships. 
He presented'the sug- 


sesslons of the chamber's committee 
for reviving the American 
merchant 


marine which are: 
The 
revising of 


"ihe obsolete navigation laws"; 
the 


repeal or amendment of the Seamen's 
act so as 
to 
remove 
"objectionable 


features"; the creation of a real ex- 
pert shipping board—a committee of 
live comprising the commissioner of 
navigation, a ship owner, a. ship build- 
er, a representative of 
the shippers 


nnd an expert marine Insurance man; 
finally, the extension of the mail sub- 
venllon law by lowering the speed 
scale now required and keeping the 
rales the same. 
Three Bad Features 


Trie speaker said the provision of 


congress to provide war risk insurance 
helped materially in an emergency and 
has been reasonably profitable to the 
government. The "free ship" legis- 
lation of 1912, he declared, was an ac- 
knowledged failure. He discussed last 
year's amplification of the Idea, admit- 
ting vessels to American, registry. 


Excluding the United 
Fruit 
com- 


pany. Standard Oil and United States 
Steel vessels, which carry largely their 
own products, the tonnage transferred, 
he declared, has 
been insignificant. 


Most of the transfers have now been 
made, he held. 
He referred also to 


the excessive cost of operation under 


1 American laws. 


"We must look for 
some 
other 


means of reviving our merchant ma- 
rine," he paid, "besides 
free 
ships. 


The Seamen's bill has three, had fea- 
tures destined to work great injury to 
the small remnant of our merchant 
marine. It removes punishment for 
desertion in port, giving a seaman a 
right to demand half his wages at the 
port of call. There Is a great tempta- 
tion before men who enlist for a round 
trip to desert.

GERMANY'S NEXT MOVE 


WASHINGTON', Sept. H.^Ofllcials
